Press)—With the Verdun campaign 
imperiled by Drench successes north- 
east of Verdun, the Germans struck 
back with the most powerful counter- 
blows on the Fleury-Friemong fronts 
last night and early today. The Ger- 
man war office announced this after- 
noon the recapture of the village of 
Fleury by the Crown Prince's army in 
the fighting early today. Germany at 
the same time admittetd that the vil- 
lage had been wrested from them in 
yesterday's desperate fighting. 


The French war office 
issued 
a 


statement at noon that the Germans 
hnd penetrp.ted the southern porcion 
of Fleury with heavy attacks. The 
Russians advancing on Kovel, 
have 


crossed the Stochod river near Lu- 
becho, a Russian war office statement 
said. The Czar's troops have cap- 
tured a series of positions on elevated 
ground and fortified themselves. The 
west front of the British left gained 
ground west of Pozieries, while the 
French engaged the Germans on the 
line from Verdun to Fleury. 
The 


French in this fighting, recaptured 
some positions lost several weeks ago, 
but were unable to hold out.

northeastern edge of Caribbean

and St. John both smaller and less 
densely populated than St. Croix, have 
been the scenes of many thrilling epi- 
sodes. 
Here white colonists of four 


nations followed each other with be- 
wildering perplexity during the sev- 
enteenth and eighteenth centuries. 


"More than a hundred years 
after 


the discovery of St. Thomas by Co- 
lumbus in 1493 tho island was wholly 
uninhabited, although its excellent 
harbor hart been port of refuge for 
Dutch navigators 
during 
many de- 


cades. 
When a handful of French 


colonists, survivors of a massacre on 
Crab island perpetrated by a band of 
Spaniards from Porto Rico, reached 
its shores in a dugout in 1047 they 
found evidences of an earlier settle- 
ment, but no clues as to the nationali- 
ty of their predecessors or of their 
fata | Thejje French -wanderers were 
not disposed ,to brave a similar mys- 
tei%,snd, so they sailed on.

The Ger- 
man war office announced this after- 
noon the recapture of the village of 
Fleury by the Crown Prince's army in 
the fighting early today. Germany at 
the same time admittetd that the vil- 
lage had been wrested from them in 
yesterday's desperate fighting. 


The French war office 
issued

statement at noon that the Germans 
hnd penetrp.ted the southern porcion 
of Fleury with heavy attacks. The 
Russians advancing on Kovel, 
have 


crossed the Stochod river near Lu- 
becho, a Russian war office statement 
said. The Czar's troops have cap- 
tured a series of positions on elevated 
ground and fortified themselves. The 
west front of the British left gained 
ground west of Pozieries, while the 
French engaged the Germans on the 
line from Verdun to Fleury.

"Of the three small islands on the 


northeastern edge of Caribbean 
.sea, 


for which the United Suites expects to 
pay Denmark $25,000,000, St. Thomas 
and St. John both smaller and less 
densely populated than St. Croix, have 
been the scenes of many thrilling epi- 
sodes. 
Here white colonists of four 


nations followed each other with be- 
wildering perplexity during the sev- 
enteenth and eighteenth centuries. 


"More than a hundred years 
after 


the discovery of St. Thomas by Co- 
lumbus in 1493 tho island was wholly 
uninhabited, although its excellent 
harbor hart been port of refuge for 
Dutch navigators 
during 
many de- 


cades. 
When a handful of French 


colonists, survivors of a massacre on 
Crab island perpetrated by a band of 
Spaniards from Porto Rico, reached 
its shores in a dugout in 1047 they 
found evidences of an earlier settle- 
ment, but no clues as to the nationali- 
ty of their predecessors or of their 
fata | Thejje French -wanderers were 
not disposed ,to brave a similar mys- 
tei%,snd, so they sailed on. 


"At about the time that Peter Stuy- \ 


vescant was establishing a represen- 
tative form of government on Man- 
hattan Island some of his fellow coun- 
trymen were establishing the first re- 
corded settlement 
on St. 
Thomas. 


These hardy colonists met the same 
fate which overtook their brother Hol- 
landers of 
'New 
Amsterdam', for 


three years after 
the 
town 
071 the 


Hudson became New York 
the St. 


Thomas pioneers worn forced to sur- 
render to the English ako. 
The lat- 


ter soon deserted the island and turn 
ed to the more fertile lands of St. 
Martin's and St. Euslatius, so that 
when the Danes, wising to share in 
the colonial prosperity of other Euro- 
pean nations, chartered tho West In- 
dia and Guinea company, St. Thomas 
uninhabited again, was awaiting the 
advent of settlers who were to estab- 
lish Denmark's rights in the island.

interruptions, 
this 


sovereignty has been maintained from 
that day up to the present time. 


"The legend that St. Thomas was a1 


one time the headquarters of the rut- 
brc buccaneers who terrorized the 
Spanish Main for so many years is 
perpetuated in the names given to two 
towers still standing on the heights 
back of the seaport of Charlotte A ma- 
lie. 
On one hill is 'Bluebeard's Cas- 


lle' which on an adjacent height rises 
'Blackboard's Castle'.Ilistory does not

romantic tradition

her life also, to which plea they glee- 
fully acceded, laying her

"The insurrection was put down 


only after aid from the French in 
Martinique had been invoked. Three 
hundred slaves were surrounded and 
when they realized that escape was 
impossible they held a great feast of 
death. 
Tradition says that 
they 


plunged over a cliff, but the historian 
Host says that they shot one another 
and that when they were found at 
Brim's Bay they were lying in a cir- 
cle."
